Previous to the coming or 
Congressman Poole, ex-United States Sen- 
ator Frank Hiscock, of Syracuse, wrote 
to Genera! Harr.son exteniiag him a very 
cordial invitation to visit Syracise during 
the state fair week and make a sp ‘ech «Pr 
Grand Army Conzressman Pocle 
knew that Senator Hiscock had written

VICTIMS OF THE FLAMES. 


‘Cincinnati's Firemen Meet Death 
> While Fighting the Fire Demon. 

Cincinnati, O., July 17.—A fatal fire this 
afternoon in the main part of the shipping 
quarter of the city resulted in the instant 
death of two firemen and the probable fatal 
injury of a half dozen others, The fatalities 
were caused by the falling of the walls of 
the buildings. The dead are: 

CAPTAIN HEALY, pipeman. 

JACK WISBY. 

The injured are: Pipeman Ed Jewman, 
Captain Neal, Fireman Grove, Captain Pur- 
nell, Driver Bart Thompson, Mike McNal:

and Edward Anthony. 

It is impossible to tell at this hour how 
many of the firemen will die. They are all 
unconscious at midnight, When the fire 
alarm sounded nearly every engine in the 


city bottoms, as that part of the city lying : 


near the approach to the big suspension 
bridge is called, was sent to the scene. 
The block which was destroyed lies at 
Front and Water streets. From the time 
the alarm was sounded until late at night, 
scenes harrowing and pathetic transpired 
in rapid succession. 

The origin of the fire is not positively 
known, It burst forth from the second story 
ot Hermesch & to, at Water and Walnut 
streets. It is supposed by some to have 
started from a cigar thrown carelessly on 
the floor, which was covered with loose 
hay. In ten minutes after the firemen reach- 
ec. the scene the handsome five-story build- 
ing was doomed. The flames jumped to the 
adjoining buildings, rapidly devouring the 
warehouses of the Smith Coal and Sand 
Company; the Nelson-Morris stabies, the 
stores of Klein & Kirk and Seaman & Uo. 
The fire was under control when the walls 
of Klein & Kirk's building fell, They were 
apparently safe andj came down without 
warning, The firemen were fighting the 
fire without thought of approaching danger 
Wren the crasi came. Ten thousand people 
witnessed the disaster. For a moment both 
men and women lost their heads complete- 
ly, Then citizens came forward and aided 
™, the rescue of the ourted firemen, Cap- 
tain Healy and Pipeman Wiseby were the 
first dug from beneath the ruins, but when 
they were dragged out, life was extinct. It 
‘Was over an hour before all the fremen 
Weré eXtricated from the mags of brick.

Serious Accident on Board the Tor- 

pedo Boat Ericsson, 

New London, Conn., July 17.—Misfortune 
seems to have been the lot of the torpedo 
boat Ericsson since it came to New Lon- 
don from the lowa iron works, of Du- 
buque, la., a year ago, but none of the 
accidents have been as serious as that 
which occurred today, when the boat 
was in Long Island sound and when the 
starboard low préssure cylinder was 
wrecked, breaking the steam pipe con- 
necting with it and scalding five of the 
ten men on the engineers’ force. The 
scalded men are: John Stransby, engineer, 
of Dubuque, Ia.; William M. Erwin, ma- 
chinist, of Dubuque, la.; David Cody, of 
Jersey City; Joseph Hamilton, of New 
York, and Austin Williams, of New York. 
The last three named are junior engineers. 

The lighthouse tender Cactus was within 
hail, anu she took the victims to the New 
London hospital. Quantities of white lead 
and boiled oil were applied to the scalded 
men, to. relieve their pains by excluding 
the air from the exposed files. The run 
in here was of more than an hour's dura- 
tion, but the injured men were in the ma- 
rine hospital soon after 12 o'clock. 

Merwin is the worst scaided of the party, 
his lower limbs, body and arms being af- 
fected. Stransby is almost similarly scald- 
ed. Hamilton’s injuries are like Wil- 
liams’s, from the waist up. The men 
presented a sickening sight in the hospital, 
stripped of their cypthing above the waist 
ana covered with white lead and oil, their 
bodies and limbs quivering like jelly. 

Lieutenant R. N. Usher. of the United 
States navy, and Superintendent Hopkins, 


| of the lowa iron works, were on the deck 


of the steamer at the time of the acci- 
dent, and the others were all below. Lieu- 
tenant Usher notified the navy department 
and Superintendent Hopkins informed the 
iron works of the disaster. The break will 
probably delay the trial for many weeks.

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HARYEY AND HORR 


The Two Debaters Continue Their Arga- 
ment on ‘‘Coin’s School.” 


HORR IS ABOUT A DAY BERIND 


He Cannot Get Away from the 
Opening Points, 


HARVEY GOES ON TO NEW ONES 


His Opponent Complains Beoause the Au- 
thor Did Not Write the Book on 
Republican Lines. 


Chicago, July 17.—(Copyright, 1895, by Azel 
F. ‘Hatch.)—The second session of the 
Horr-Harvey silver debate began at ? 
o'clock in the auditcrium of the Illinois 


' ‘Club, before the same limited audience. 


Mr. Horr began by quoting Hallam’s 
‘Middle Ages’’ as authority to prove the 
failacy of Mr. Harvey's statements in his 
book regarding the degereracy ¢f the world 
commercially in the fifteenth century as 
a result of the derreciation of silver. He 
cited from Professor James A. Thorold 
Rogers, to refute the statements made by 
Mr. Harvey from his book that the price 
of wheat had fallen in that peried, and 
that the lot of the toil'ng masses became 
more miserable with the passage frum the 
eighth to the fifteenth century as charged 
by Mr. Harvey. ‘Leber, Malthus and Hynd- 
min were also cite’i in contradiction of 
the silver champicn’s fifteenth century 
statements. He concuded: 

“Mr. Harvey and his free silver friends 
‘dentify prosperity and the progress vf 
lot of feudal nobil‘ty of 
Evcrope, and not with that of the toilers. 
Liter I shall sti.cw that in his treatment 
of the present as of the past, Mr. Harvey 
stands as the exponent of the rich and 
not of the iollers whose welfara should 
first be considered by the legislation of 
the state.” . 

Mr. Harvey replied that he volunteered to 
explain the preface to his book because 
the gold standard papers all over the coun- 
try and his friends from New York and 
elsewhere had declared that it was a for- 
gery and he did not intend to argue with 
Mr. Horr that t®e monetary commission, 
from the report of which the quotation was 
made, did not know what it was talking 
about. He declined to have his mind divert- 
ed from the regular argument and logical 
arrangement of the debate. He declared 
that the debate so far had settled as to 
what was the money of the constitution; 
what was the unit value as fixed by the 
framers of the constitution, in favor of his 
book. The keynote which he wanted to 
sound was that there was no good reason 


for-tebasing one or- tie metals whew sod 


and silver had been honest money for cen- 
turies, when, under free coinage laws and 
equal treatment, both had equal purchasing 
power in their own right, and when popu- 
lation and the demand on the money mar- 
ket were growing every year. 

Mr. Horr to “‘clinch this business’’ which 
he declared his opponent had introduced, 
read from Professor George Gunton’s 
“Wealth and Progress,’’ to show there was 
a rise instead of a fall in the price of wheat 
in the fifteenth century and a correspond- 
ing increase in the early aprt of the six- 
teenth century. The prices he quoted per 
quarter showed that wheat had been steadi- 
ly advancing instead of falling, as claimed 
by his opponent. He resented Mr. Harvey's 
severe criticism of Judge Vincent for decid- 
ing in his remarks yesterday the question 
whether the framers of the bill of 1873 in- 
tended toa establish two measures of value. 
He had noticed that when men got bitten 
with either the flat money craze or the 
free silver craze, they instantly become 
egotistical and abusive of évery one who 
differed from them. Judge Vincent had de- 
cided the question as submitted to him by 
individuals as he honestly believed was 
right, and it was right, but Mr. Harvey had 
called him dishonest. 

Mr. Horr read from a letter of Mr. Leach, 
for many years director of the mint, who 
took precisely the same view, that the 
‘laim that the silver dollar waa the unit of 
value was inconsistent with the bim%tailic 
system. This decision was exactly in ac- 
cordance with the facts. The laws author- 
ized a gold dollar unit and a silver dollar 
unit different from each other in intrinsic 
value; that was the reason the law of 1873 
was propcsed., 

Mr. Harvey, replying, declarei that Mr. 
Horr had admitted yesterday that the sil- 
ver dollar was the unit of value and the 
~ecord showéd it. Now he attempted to 
twist something back into the discussion by 
which he was to be believed as saying one 
thing yesterday and something else today. 
Mr. Horr was accusd of trying to mix 
things by discussing bimetallism and the re- 
lation of silver and gold, which were in the 
second chapter of the book. He asserted 
that neither Mr. Hiorr nor Judge Vincent 
knew any more of bimetallism than a babe. 
He accused. his opponent of traveling on 
sidjJe tracks and neglecting to follow the 
agreed order of discussion. He then intro- 
duced a discussion of the demonetization 
of silver and the “crime” of 1873. He accus- 
ed Senator Sherman of being the archcon-.- 
spirator and the European financiers his ac- 
complices. 

Mr. Horr took up the statement of the 
author that all foreign silver coins Were 
made at legal tender in the United States 
by congressional enactment, and continued: 

“I defy you to show a single law that 
states anything of the kind. ‘che very first 
law that passed on the subject made all 
foreign coins hamed in that act legal ten- 
ders if they came up to a certain standard 
as to fineness, and if they were worth so 
much, not otherwise.” 

The contestants became involved in a 
short and sharp argument as to the reason 
and underlying motive of Mr. Harvey in 
omitting to state in h's quotation of the 
act making legal tender of foreign coins, 
that congress, in the same act, also made 
gold coins legal tender. The New Yorker 
insinuated that the author did so to mis- 
lead his readers into believing congress 
considered silver the most important, which 
was not true. Mr. Harvey retorted: 

“When a man is discussing cattle he does 
not talk hogs. When a man is discussing 
silver and the manner in which it was treat- 
ed by our forefathers and comparing it 
with the way in which it is treated by you 
people now, it was not necessary to refer 
to how they treated gold or copper.” 

He added that he had left out what was 
unnecessary for him to state in establishing 
the principle that the laws made fore 
silver legal tender. 

Mr. Horr—When you left that out, you 
left out the very fact which showed that a 
mumber of foreign coins were not @ legal |

“You left off the very part which re- 
stricted the legal tender quality of foreign 
coins. The very first law that passed on 
the subject, after the law of 1792, .was 
passed on February 9%, 1783, an act to regu- 
late foreign coins, making them legal ten- 
der and establishing their value: ‘Be it 
enacted by the senate amd house of repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America, 
in congress assembled, that from and after 
the first day of July next, foreign gold and 
silver coin shall pass current as money 
within the United States, and be a legal 
tender for the payment) of a.l debts and 
demands at the several respective rates 
following, and not othefwise.’

Unionists Still Making Heavy Gains. 
George Trevelyn’s Narrow Escape. 
London, July 17.—The latest returns show 

the election of 229 conservatives, 42 union- 

ists, 62 liberals, 28 anti-Parnellites and 6 

Parnellites. 

The total gains thus fr are: Conserva- 
tives 40, unionists 14 an@ Hiberals 10, mak- 
ing the net unionist gain #4 seats. 

Sir George C. Trevelyn, secretary for 
Scotland in Lord Rosebery’s administra- 
tion, had a hard fight to retain his seat. 
At the last election he ha@ a majority of 
1,378 Today this was reduced to 400. 

Among the incidents of today’s elections 
in the districts was the Ipwering of Mr. 
Herbert Giladstene’s majority in the west 
division of Leeds by Colonel North, the 
“Nitrate King.’ In the general election 
of 1892, young Mr. Glatistone had a ma- 
jority of 353. On his appointment of first 
commissioner of works he was returned 
without opposition. aT , even with the 
prestige of wis great father behind him, 
he was returned by a majority of ninety- 
six. , 

Harry Marks, a Hebrew unionist, suc- 
ceeded in overturning John William Benn, 
in St. George's, in the east division of the 
Tower Hamlets, where, it may be hoped, 
the electors were more influenced by the 
political conviction than by admiration of 
the unionist champion. The fight in this 
district degenerated into a purely personal 
one. Marks parading before the public 4 
skeleton in the Benn family closet. Last 
evening while Marks was speaking at a 
poiitical gathering in the open air, some 
one, presumably a Bennite, took a pop- 
shot at him with a-stone, and landed on 
one of his eyes. Marks lost all interest 
in the proceedings and was removed by 
some of his friends. 

The Hon. George N. Curzon, under sec- 
retary of state for foreign affairs, some- 
what increased the conservative majority 
in Southport, where he defeated Sir Her- 
bert Naylor-Leland, ‘who lately embraced 
liberalism. He was rewarded with a 
baronetcy, which he Aow has, while the 
liberals lose his more or less valuable ser- 
vices in the house. 

The independent labor candidates were 
again nowhere today. They are evident- 
ly yet far from being an electoral or polit- 
ical power. 


STAMBULOFF’S CONDITION, 


The Government Accused of Causing 
the Attack To Be Made on Him. 


Sofia, July 17,—A representative of Prince 
Ferdinand called at the residence of M. 
Stambuloff today to express the sovereign’s 
sympathy and condolence, but Mme. Stam- 
buioff refused to receive him or hear any 
communication from him. 

None of the ministers have cailed to in- 
quire as to M. Stambutoft’s cordition. The 
Svoboda, M. Stambuloft’s organ, of which 
M. Petkoff is editor, bluntly accuses Prince 
Ferdinand and the government of bringing 
about the crime. 

The condition ef the wounded man to- 
night is much worse. He has a high fever 
and is in a comatose state. The gravest 
fears are entertained that he will die. 


THE SPANIARDS BEATEN AGAIN. 


General Santocildes Killed by the In- 
surgents—The Details Suppressed. 
Santiago de Cuba, July 17.—A serious en- 

counter has taken place between a body of 

insurgents and a government force in the 
country between Manzanilla and Bayamo. 

The rebels were victorious, and it is said 

that the government losses were heavy. 

Among the killed was General Santocildes, 

the Spanish commander. Details of the en- 

gagement are suppressed by the govern- 
ment. 

Campos’s Troops Attacked. 
Havana, July 17.--Wnile Captat.s-General 

Martinez Campus was en route today from 

Manzanilio to Bayimo, cscorted by a de- 

tachment of troops, a large force of in- 

surcents was met with. The rebels com- 
pr.sed the bands of Antonio and Jose Maceo 
and other leaders. A severe battle took 
place, and the rebel loss was heavy. Gen- 
eral Santocildes, of the.government force, 
was killed.

Smith, Who Claims To Be from Texas, 
BRuas Short of Money in Augusta 
on His Bridal Tour.

Augusta, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)—Sunday 
night a young couple entered the lobby of 
the Arlington hotel, the man having the 
arm of the woman with that air of proprie- 
torship common to the newly married. They 
proceeded across the office to the cigar 
stand, where the man left his companion 
and returned to the desk. He registered in 
a scrawling hand, “J. L. Smith and wife,” 
Corsicana, Tex., and handed Clerk Beil $1 
to pay for lodging, saying that they would 
not take any meals, | 

Mr. Bell asked him if that was all he 
Wanted to pay for a room, 

“Yes; we have a good way to go and wart 
to have as little expense as possible.” 

The guest was assigned to room 4 in the 
Arlington annex. Mr. Bell said there was 
nothing unusual in the speech or actions of 
the fellow, who seemed to be a somewhat 
awkward country man of small stature, 
apparently not more than twenty-two years 
old. His wife was about a head taller than 
he and a nice looking country girl. Noth- 
ing more was heard or thought of the cou- 
ple until Monday night, when Clerk Bell 
learned they were still in the room and sent 
the man a bill for lodging. He said he 
had money in bank and would pay it next 
morning. Last night he told the porter he 
had money in the express office and would 
want the clerk of the hotel to go over to 
identify him this evening. 

These were evidently efforts to gain time, 
as the next chapter in the story disclosed 
that the man was penniless. All during 
last night the porter heard the couple talk- 
ing in their room and about daylight he was 
startled by the woman screaming for help. 
Hearing the woman’s cry he went quickly 
to the room and Mrs. Smith opened the 
door. As the porter came up she had her 
husband in her arms, holding him. There 
was a frightful gash in his throat from 
which blood was streaming. The porter 
caught Smith securely, the wife crying: 
“Don’t let him kill himself.” 

Smith was desperate. He fought to free 
himself and to continue his work of suicide. 
The men were struggling in the hall, Mrs. 
Smith standing at the door crying loudly 
for help. 

Haiden Foster occupied the room oppo- 
site 4, and went to the _ porter’s 
assistance. Taking the razor from Smith's 
hand, Mr. Foster from his window called a 
police officer and had a physician summon- 
ed. In the meantime Smith was bleeding 
terribly and Mr. Foster took steps to pre- 
vent the flow of blood. He and the porter 
placed wet towels about the neck. There 
had been but one cut directly across the 
front of the throat. The jugular vein was 
not severed, 

Mrs. Smith, who was hysterical, was tak- 
en in charge by ladies in the house and con- 
ducted from the room, The room, the bed 
and the bedding were covered with blood. 

Dr. Wright upon arriving temporarily 
stopped the flow of blood and ordered the 
man sent to the hospital. When the flow 
of blood had been staunched and Smith 
was questioned he admitted that he tried 
to kill Mrs, Smith, saying he did not wish 
to die alone, He protests that he had lost 
his money, had not a cent and was steeped 
in trouble. 

“I did not marry you last Sunday for 
money,” sobbed his wife. 

Smith next said that he did not know 
what he was doing. He did not remember 
how ehe innicted two face wounds on his 
wife, seemingly with his clenched fist or the 
end of the razor handle. 

When interviewed Mrs. Smith gave the 
following account of the affair: 

“Mr. Smith and I were married last Sun- 
day at my father’s nome in Wilkes county, 
a few miles from Washington. My name 
before my marriage was Claudia Armor. 
Mr. Smith is a school teacher in Texas and 
we were on our way there. My husband 


had money. How he lost it I don’t know. | 


Being practically penniless he was sub- 
jected to a terrible mental strain, to worry 
and trouble that for the time unhinged his 
mind. My first intimation of his temporary 
mental aberration was a severe blow from 
him on the back of my head. This daze? 
me for a moment, and when I remonstrated 
with him, he said he had to die and he 
didn’t want to die alone. He seized the ra- 
zor and gashed at his throat. I saw him 
and did what I could to prevent his further 
injuring himself. Havine caught hold of 
him I rang the bell and opened the door. 
The porter came to my assistance.’’ 

The following information received from 
Washington, Ga., shows that The Constitu- 
tion was instrumental in bringing this 
couple together: 

‘Washington, Ga., July i7.—Smith came 
here about a month ago. He claimed to be 
a school teacher in Blooming Grove, near 
Waco, Tex. During his vacation he claim- 
ed to be representing gome Michigan silver- 
ware company. He married Miss Claudia Ar- 
mor, who lived eight miles from Washing- 
ton, on Sunday and left Sunday evening for 
Augusta, Charleston and Savannah, expect- 
ing to meet his family down on the gulf 
coast somewhere. He and the young lady 
had been corresponding several years 
through Aunt Susie’s column in The Con- 
stitution.” 

Dr. Waiton, of Washington, Ga. was in 
the city this morning, and hearing of the 
case took an intergst in the girl at once. 
He took her back to Washington and from 
that point will send her home by private 
conveyance. 

Mrs. Smith says she is, glad she «scaped 
death or injury at the hands of Smith, and 
that she’ found out soon what sort of a 
character he was. She hopes never to see 
him again and will at once institute divorce 
proceedings. 

Such is the brief and sensational expe- 
rience of this bride of three days. 


Murdered by Her Husband.

MRS. KINKAID SUICIDES, 


Her Mother Accuses Dr. Kinkaid 
of Shooting His Wife. 


Nashville, Tenn., July 17.—(Special.)—One 
of the most sensaticnal killings reported 
here in a long time is the supposed suicide 
this afternoon of Mrs. Anna Kinkaid, wife 
of W. W. Kinkaid, a prominent physician. 
They have been married but eight months 
and almost constant illness had preyed on 
the mind of the lady fer some months past. 
In all this time, however, she had never 
been heard to intimate that she would kill 
herself. She and her husband were perfect- 
ly devoted to each other. 

This afternoon a shot rang out from her 
room and Dr. Kinkaid, who was sitting in 
the hall, rushed in to find her lying on the 
bed, He picked her up at once, but she was 
dead, a bullet having passed through her 
head, entering the right temple. The pistol 
lay smoking on the floor. 

The evidence is all to corroborate this 
Statement except the evidence of the wo- 
man’s mother, Mrs. Gus Warner, who is 
hysterical over the tragedy and tells an 
entirely different story. She insists that she 
saw Dr. Kinkaid go into another room and 
come out with a pistol and that in a very 
few minutes she heard the shot and ran 
down to find the doctor standing in the 
room with the smoking pistol in his hand 
while the wife lay dead on the floor. The 
coroner's jury could not agree on a verdict 
and six of them reported as their opinion 
that Dr. Kinkaid killed his wife. One of 
them said that while he though like the 
others he did not want to say so under oxth. 
ane other five stood in favor of the suicide 
theory. The weight of opinion outside the 
jury is that it was suicide. . 

br. Kinkaid came here from Ohio fourteen 
years ago and has been practicing medicine 
here since. 

Late tonight another coroner’s jury was 
summoned and after hearing the evidzace 
deciared that Mrs. Kinkaid came .to her 
death by her own hand. 


MURDERED THE WHULE FAMILY, 


The Father in Philadelphia, the Girls-* 


in Toronto and the Boy in Detroit. 

Philadelphia, Pa., July 17.—This morning 
District Attorney Graham said there was 
little chance of Holmes’s being taken to 
Toronto to be tried for the murder of the 
Pietzel girls. He has found evidence, he 
said, which leads to the conclusion that the 
body found in the Challowhill street house, 
in this city, was Pietzel’s, and he is now 
preparing to try Holmes here on the charge 
of murdering Pietzel. Detective Geyer, who 
unearthed the bodies of the Pictgel giris in 
Toronto, is in almost hourly communica- 
tion with the district attorney. Late this 
afternoon District Attorney Graham receiv- 
ed a telegram from him dated Toronto, 
which said: : 

‘I am going to Detroit to look for Howard 
Pietzel.”’ 

Holmes is believed to have murdered How- 
ard in that city and Geyer is going there to 
endeavor to discover the body. 

When brought before the district attor- 
ney yesterday, Holmes, after his long con- 
finement in prisor, looked wearied but still 
maintained his unequaled nerve. He is 
said to have remarked, ‘‘Well, | guefs 1 
will have to swing for this,’’ but he quickly 
recovered himself and spun several more 
fairy tales to Mr. Graham, all of which 
were set down as falsthoods. It was said 
that Holmes made a full confession, Dut 
this Lawyer Barlow denies. 

,‘Nothing new was elicited at the con- 
ference,’’ said Mr. Barlow, ‘‘and while the 
statements of Holmes added nothing mate- 
rially new to the case, we secured from 
him certain data that will aid us in contin- 
uing our investigation of the strange af- 
fair.” 

The Evidence Against Holmes. 

Toronto, Ont., July 17.—Although it is 
known that almost al! the clothing of the 
murdered Pietzel girls was burned, some ar- 
ticles of attire belonging to them were stufi- 
ed into the chimney and into holes around 
the house at No. 16 St. Vincent street. Some 
of that clothing has been traced and the 
last link in the chain of évidence against 
Holmes has been practically forged by that 
discovery. On examining the bodies the 
undertaker discovered the two feet of Nel- 
ile, the younger of the giris, were missing. 
It was first supposed that they had been 
struck by the shovel in digging, and cut off 
in the cellar, but a search in the cellar fails 
to reveal them, and it is now thought they 
were amputated by Holmes. 

The attorney general has taken all the 
necessary preliminary steps for the extra- 
dition of Holmes. 

All the papers are practically ready, and 
should the coroner’s jury return a verdict 
of willful murder, extradition will be applied 
for at once. 


ONLY ONE IS DEAD. 


Five of the Terrall Faction Are in 
Jail. 

Jackson, Miss., July 17.—(Special.)—Par- 
ticulars of the bloody conflict between the 
Terralls and McRees, near Learned station, 
yesterday, shows that only Nevil, a youth 
seventeen years aid, was killed. His 
brother. Charles McRee, is said to be 
mortally wounded. Forest McRee, another 
brother is seriously but not possibly fa 
tally wounded. One of the Terralls pBe- 
ceived a glancing shot on the head. These 
are all the dead and wounded. 

Five of the alleged participants, two 
Terralls, one of whom its eighty years old. 
Tobe Brock, a son-in-law of Terrall; a 
young Brock, and one other, all of the 
Terrall faction, are in jail at Raymond. 

The officers are after several more of 
the Terralls, who are reported to be in 
hiding in the woods.

Philadelphia, July 17.—The answers of 
the Fourth Street National bank, Sydney 
Tyler, president, and Richard H. Rushten. 
cashier, to the equity sult brought against 
that bank by the Adams Express Company 
for alleged undervaluation of money pack- 
ages, were filed today in the United States 
circuit court. They comprise, first, a 
statement from the bank and its officers 
jointly bearing upon the bill of complaint 
and also a separate joint statement ip 
answer to the interrogatories annexed to 
the bill. The bank denies the statement 
in the bill that the company has prescribed 
and established a uniform tariff, based 
primarily upon the value of the thing car- 
ried, and, secondarily, upon the distance 
over which the same fs to be transported 
and the character of the offices of the 
company at the place of destination. 

The company, it is claimea, never has 
required shippers to give the true and full 
value of a package until after the present 
question was raised, but daily has and 
still does receive packages in large num- 
bers without any statement of their value 
and that any. value placed upon a package 
is placed there by the shipper for his own 
protection. It is denied also that the 
express company ever pretended to rely 
upon the valuations made by the banks of 
a statement of the actual contents of the 
package. Denial is made of alleged fraud- 
ylent concealment or false statement and, 
in conclusion, the bank asked to be “dis- 
missed with reasonable costs and charges ° 
in this behalf most wrongfully sustained.”

Five Thousand Georgians Will Gather 
There To Fight for Silver, 


THE ADVANCE GUARD IS ‘THERE 


Sixty Leaders of the Fight Are on 
the Scene, 


SENATOR MORGAN IS NOW IN GRIFFIN 


Every Train That Reaches the Uity Today 
Will Be Thronged with Bili- 
ver Delegates. 


Griffin, the pretty little city among the 
peaches and the grapes, will be alive with 
humanity and on fire with enthusiasm to- 
day. 

The slogan of silver, free and unlimited 
at 16 to 1, will shake the hills and endan- 
ger the safety of the ripe fruit that hangs 
in such delicious clusters in the orchards 
that add beauty to Griffin’s surroundings. 

_The town will be invaded by an earnest 
army of 5,000 Georgians, composed of the 
leaders of Georgia politics, the men who 
make the farms blossom, the backbone of 
Georgia commerce and men from every 
honorable walk of life. It will be such a 
gathering as has not been seen in Georgia 
in many years. They meet to strike a blow 
for silver, and from the indications of yes- 
terday their stroke will be heard all over 
the United States. 

The advance guard marched upon Griffin 
late yesterday afternoon, Last night the 
little city sheltered fifty notable Georgians. 
This morning trains from every direction 
will unload the thousands of delegates in 
the city of fruit. 

The march from this section was begun 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock when the 
stalwart form of Hon. James W. Robert- 
son, the rugged, noble son of north Georgia, 
walked smiling from the Kimball to the 
Central train. He carried his little gray 
traveling box in his hand and his counte- 
nance wore a happy smile. 

Right behind him was the tall figure of 
Speaker Fleming, of Augusta, who was fol- 
lowing Colonel Robertson’s lead. He was 
listening to what Senator Pat Walsh was 
saying to Senator Morgan, of Alabama, 
@bout the great speech of Senator George, 
of Mississippi. The two United States sen- 
ators made a striking pair. The leonine 
head of Walsh, his genial, benevolent face 
shining with warmth and good nature, and 
the smooth, impassive face of Alabama’s 
veteran senator, attracted the attention of 
all who saw them. 

Close behind came big, hearty Tom Lyon, 
‘ Carrying his own grip in good democratic 
fashion and smiling in harmony with all 
the world. He beamed upon every one and 
thought of the fun at Griffin today. Dr. 
Cariton, of Athens, was there, too, on his 
way to Griffin with the rest. Colonel Lon 
Livingston, with a fresh shave, came over 
from the Markham. L. L. Middiebrooks 
and Mr. Cagby, of Newton, were there, too. 

With the other delegates who joined them 
.at the train, the silver crowd came near 
filling up the train. They arrived in Griffin 
a little after 6 o’clock, and were met by a 
_gelegation of Griffin's leading citizens. Sen- 
ator Morgan’ was taken charge of by Mr. 
Thomas C. Crenshaw, and carried to that 
gentieman’s residence. The others went to 
the Nelms house and other hotels. 

Quite a number of prominent gentlemen 
from other parts of the state arrived in 
Griffin yesterday afternoon. Among those 
who arrived were Mr. Thomas A. Atkinson, 
brother of the governor; Mr. J. Lindsay 
Johnson, of Rome; F. M. Longley, of La- 
Grange; Felix Corput, of Rome, and about 
thirty others. 

At 8 o’clock last night there was a meet- 
ing of the most prominent silver leaders 
at the opera house. The meeting was 
close, and speeches were made by Colonel 
Livingston and others. It lasted something 
over an hour. 

This morning eariy the throngs will com- 
mence to pour into Griffin. The Atlanta 
train which leaves the union station at 7:30 
o'clock will be crowded.

A number of delegates 
from counties north and east will come in 
this morning. Some arrived last night. The 
Atlanta delegation will go this morning,

others will go as spectators. 

The Atlanta train will arrive in Griffin at 
8 o’clock. The train from Macon will ar- 
rive at about the same hour. Big crowds 
will_come in over the Georgia Midland and 
Gulf and the Chattanooga, Rome and Co- 
lumbus.

Griffin has completed preparations for 
handling 5,000 people. The citizens of the 
little city have made it a matter of pride 
to make arrangements ample for the accom- 
modation of that number without inconven- 
fence.

There Is No Mistrial in the Carr Case 


This Time. 
THE JURY WAS OUT FIVE HOURS 


It Is Said That Carr Has Been 
Found To Be Insane, 


NONE OF THE JURORS WOULD TALK 


For Some Reason the Impression Is Gen- 
eral as tothe Verdict—Ordinary Cal- 
houn’s Charge to the Jury. 


After remaining out five hours, the jury 
in the Carr case brought in a sealed ver- 
dict at 10:15 o’clock last night. 

That verdict, which is in the posséssion 
of the foreman, Dr. Divine. in ail proba- 
bility declares that Alex Carr is sane. 

From the best information obtainable last 
night, it was learned that, after much dis- 
cussion, sanity was the verdict of the 
twelve men who have had Carr's fate in 
their hands. 

In fact, it is stated that°at no time was 
the vote of the jury less than nine in favor 


of sanity. Information was obtained last 
night which placed the vote at eleven to 
one in favor of a verdict of sane; this 
was just before the jury went to the Kim- 
ball house for supper, 

None of the jurors would speak of the 
matter, and all stated that theye were not 
in possession of a verdict, but that the 
verdict was in the hands of Dr. Divine, 
the foreman. The general impression last 
night seemed to be that the verdict was 
against Carr, and that Mr. M. M. Welch 
was the odd man who was for a verdict 
of insanity. 

However this may be, there is no m'striaL 
The jury has found a verdict, whether it 
be a verdict of sane or one of insane. It 
is also quite certain that the vote next to 
the ‘ast wasthe one inwhich Mr. Welch 
held out from the others one way or an- 
other. The verdict was agreed upon short- 
ly after all the lawyers had left the court- 
house, and there was no one to receive it. 

Ordinary Calhoun ordered the verdict to 
be sealed and that it be delivered in the 
morning at 9 o’clock. This done the jury 
was permitted to retire from the caseall 
of the members having signed the verdict. 
Judge Calhoun made a splendid impression 
by his manner of presiding. 

In Rebuttal and Surrebuttal. 

The first portion of the morning was con- 
fined to testimony along the same line as 
that of the day before. Jailer Pat McCul- 
lough proved to be an entertaining and 
original witness and gave some damaging 
evidence. 

The first speech was made by Mr. Reu- 
ben Arnold. He spoke only a few minutes 
and was followed by Judge Anderson. 
Both speeches were strong pnes and were 
listened to with close attention by the ju- 
rors. Solicitor Hill began his speech, when 
the court adjourned for noon recess, 

The Afternoon Session. 

Solicitor Hill made a thorough argu- 
ment, speaking less than an hour and a 
half. He was followed by Colonel Arnold. 
Who spoke for nearly three. hours for the 
defense. 

Ordinary Calhoun then charged the jury 
as follows: 


Judge Calhoun’s Charge. 


Gentlemen of the Jury—The powers con- 
ferred upon the ordinary in cases like this 
are quite limited, as are, also, the regula- 
tions prescribed for conducting such trials. 
It. has, however, been the custom in: this 
state for the ordinary to preside, admin- 
ister the oath to the jury and decide upon 
the admissibility of evidence. I do not 
think I have authority of law to formally 
charge you, and I, therefore, will not at- 
tempt to do more than call your attention 
again to section 4666 of tTle code of Geor- 
gia, which I have already read in your 
hearing. Public propriety and humanity 
demand that, where a convict under sen- 
tence of death becomes insane the g6en- 
tence of the law should not be carried into 
execution, but should be suspended and the 
convict confined in the lunatic asylum, ana 
if restorea to sound mind that execution 
should be done. To meet this demand this 
Statute was passed and I believe that sim- 
ilar laws exist in all civilized countries. 
This law confers upon you, and you alone. 
the power and right to inquire into the in- 
sanity of Alexander A. Carr; that is, to 
make personal examination, hear the evi- 
dence of witnesses de!'vered under oath, 
as you have done and determine the issue 
whether he is now insane or not. This isa 
question which only you can decide. I 
know from thé patient and considerate at- 
tention which you have manifested 
throughout the trial that you fully appre- 
Cilate the gravity of the inquiry and the 
seriousness of the termination., whatever 
may be your finding. 1 doubt not you wiil. 
before making your verdict, deliberate with 
that care which such investigations re- 
quire, and that you will come fully up to 
the measure of your duties under the oath 
you have taken. 

“Tf you find from the evidence that 
Alexander A. Car is sane, the form of 
your verdict will be, “‘We, the jury, find 
Alexander A. Carr sane.”’ Should you find 
from the evidence that he is insane, the 
form of your verdict will be, “We, the 
jury, find Alexander A. Carr insane.” 
Your verdict must be signed by all the 
members of the jury.

HAD MURDERED SEVEN MEN. 


Henry Brown Meets the Death He De- 
served—Haseball After the Hanging. 
Jacksonville, Fla., July 17.—A special to 

The Times-Union from Li¥Ve Oak, Fla., 

says: 

Henry Brown, colored, was hanged here 
today for the murder of Ed Ryberg. 4 
white man, on March 27th. Brown died 
game. He ascended the gallows with a 
firm tread and joined heartily in singing 
religious songs. He asked for a piece of 
paper and wrote an order for 25 cents which 
a party owed him and gave it to the 
sheriff to collect and give to the prisoners 
in jail. Brown stated that he alone killed 
Ryberg and that George Mitchell and Mike 
Stevens who were tried and convicted with 
him were innocent. At 11:30 o’clock Sheriff 
Peavey sprung the trap and Brown was 
pronounced dead fourteen minutes after. 

Two thousand people witnessed the affair 
and they made a holiday of it. They were 
greatly disappointed When, at the last mo- 
ment, George Mitchell who was sentenced 
to die with Brown was respited by the 
governor. 

Everybody believes Brown died with a 
lie on his lips and that George Mitchell 
and Mike Stevens had as-much to do with 
the murder as Brawn. There is talk of 
lynching Stevens and Mitchell if they are 
not hanged. Last night Brown confessed 
to Rev. F. A. Williams that he had mur- 
dered seven men, all for robbery and spent 
the proceeds on women. 

Ryberg, the murdered man, was on a 
freight train last March. These negroes 
were train hands and they beat Ryberg 
into insensibility, robbed nim and threw 
him from the train. Ryberg was a Swede 
and an Odd Fellow and had been in Flori- 
da only a short time. He came from Co- 
penhagen. After Brown was cut down 
there was a rush to secure pieces of the 
rope. 

A “ame of -baseball was played shortly 
after the hanging. 


Mary Abernathy Found Guilty. 

Richmond, Va., July 17.—The jury in the 
case of Mary Abernathy, one of the women 
on trial at Lunenburg courthouse for the 
murder of Mrs. Pollard, rendered a verdict 
of murder in the first degree. Trouble was 
expected in case the jury brought in @ ver- 
dict of acquittal, and the fear of such a 
result was the cause for troops being 6r- 
dered to Lunenburg last night by the gov- 
ernor. Two others are to be tried for par- 
ticipation in this murder. 


Columbia, 8. C., July 17.—(Special.)—Sec- 
retary Herbert this afternoon notified Gov- 
ernor Evans by wire that the United States 
monitor Amphitrite had been ordered to 
Charleston and would arrive there on July 
27th, when it would be at the service of 
the state naval reserve for practice for 
three days.

Perhaps Barber Shops Way Be ‘Open 
Daring the Exposition. 


A MOVEMENT TO HAVE IT ALLOWED 


A Petition Will Be Fresented to Council 
_atits Next Meeting Asking fora 
Sunday Opening Law. 


It is possible that during the exposition 
you may be able to get a shave on Sunday. 

A movement to that effect is on, fvot 
among the barbers of the city and it will 
culminate at the next meeting of the coun- 
cil. The barbers will present a petition to 
that body asking that the law against Sun- 
day opening of the shops be repealed from 
the time of the opening of the exposition 
until its close, the idea of the movement 
being that the city’s visitors will be greatly 
convenienced by being able to get them- 
selves shaved for a Sunday walk or call. 

The question of getting shaved is one that 
is of considerable interest tou the average 
citizen, and much interest is being taken in 
the movement for Sunday opening of the 
shops during the big show, when thousands 
of people are sure to arrive in the city on 
Sunday mornings, or too late Saturday night 
to get shaved. And the movement is calcu- 
lated to convenience and benefit the mer- 
chants and clerks who will be too busy on 
Saturday to get their accustomed shave for 
Sunday. 

The movement started a few days ago, 
and many of the priucipal barber shops of 
the city have signed the petition, making it 
probable that when the matter comes before 


the council it will have a strong support, ‘ 


the shop owners in the past having always 
opposed Sunday opening. The owners be 
Neve that the barber shops should not fall 
behind in the general movement for a more 
liberal spirit during the big exposition, and 
they believe that Sunday shaves would be a 
thing greatly appreciated by the populace. 
A Shop Owner Talks. 

Mr. Charles G. Wynne, one of the shop 
owners who started the movement, said 
yesterday that Sunday opening would great- 
ly convenience the exposition visitors and 
the citizens during the show for many rea- 
sons. Large numbers of visitors would ar- 
rive in the city on Sunday or very late Sat- 
urday night, and it would be a hardship 
on them to have to wait until Monday 
morning for a shave or hair cut. Visitors 
would come from far distant points and be- 
ing constantly traveling for perhaps two or 
three days previous to their arrival, on 
Sunday they would have no opportunity to 
look after their faces, which would likely 
be covered with an unsightly growth of 
beard. He favored the opening of the 
shops from early in the morning until not 
later than 1 o’clock in the afternoon on 
Sundays, giving everybody an opportunity 
to get a shave in time for church in the 
morning, or an afternoon call or drive. 

Many other prominent shop owners ar- 
gued on the same line, all claiming that it 
would be for the interest of the city from a 
standpoint of picturesqueness that citizens 
or visitors be allowed an opportunity to 
have their whiskers and flowing locks re- 
moved before promenading the streets on a 
bright Sunday. 

Some Opposition to the Scheme. 

It will be remembereJ that a movement 
for Sunday opening of the barber shops 
Was started severdl months ago, but it was 
so vigorously opposed by the shop owners 
that nothing was accomplished in the mat- 
ter. The owners argued that Sunday open- 
ing would require all of the shops in. the 
city to observe it, whéther or not any one 
of them desired to close, the law of com- 
petition affecting the case. The same oppo- 
sition is developing in the present move- 
ment, several of the shop owners having de- 
clined to sign the petition now being cir- 
culated, so it is said. 

It is probable that the barbers’ union will 
take the matter under consideration at its 
next meeting, it being said that some .:f the 
union barbers oppose the scheme of Sunday 
opening, and that they will work against it 
in the council. 

It is said that Alderman Tolbert will in- 
troduce an ordinance at the next meeting of 
the council repealing the present Sunday 
closing law from the opening of the expo- 
sition until January Ist, and enacting that 
it shall be lawful for the barber shops to 
keep open until 1 o’clock on Sundays during 
that time. 


FORCED A COMPROMISE. 


Dr. Baily Gets a Settlement from the 
South Atlantic and Ohio.

most sensational and noted railroad suit | 


in the history of this section, which has 
been going on for about six years, between 
Dr. John M, Bailey, of Massachusetts, and 
the Senth Atlantic and Ohio railroad, ended 
today very suddenly, Bailey, to whom the 
road was due an alleged debt amounting 
to about $80,000, claimed insolvency and 
mismanagement and asked to be appointed 
receiver.

1892 it was found that he was converting 
a great deal of his possessions into cash, 
and an investigation was just about to be 
put on foot when he suddenly disappeared. 
The investigation which followed, showed 
that Newsan had been committing many 
forgeries, and that by this means he swin. 
6led numerous people out of something like 
$200,000. It was found that the fugitive had 
gone to South America, and the British 
government had him followed down there 
for two years until all trace of him was 
lost. : 

Not long ago it was asceftained that New- 
san’s wife, whom he had left in Trinidad, 
was corresponding with her husband in 
New York. The government then started a 
search for the fugitive again and this ef- 
fort led to his arrest today. 

If Newsan, as alleged, made away with 
£50,000, his appearance today gave no evi- 
dence that he had kept any of his ill-got- 
ten gains. His whole appearance was de- 
cidedly ‘‘seedy.”’ 

The prisoner says he will strenuously re- 
sist extradition.

Judge Speer Allows the Macon and At- 
lantic To Issue $30,000 of Re- 
ccsiver’s Certificates. 


Macon, Ga., July  17.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
Blizabeth ‘Nobles, of Twiggs county, who is 
In Bibb county jail under sentence of 
death for the murder of her husband, gives 
every indication today that she is border- 
ing on insanity. Her mind is certainly in 
an excited and feverish state. So violent 
did she become this mecrning that Sherif’ 
Westcott was forced to direct Jailer Wil- 
liams to place her i a strait jacket 
made of homespun and which prevented 
her from using her hands. She had torn 
her clothing nearly from her person. She 
also tore the bed clothing into’ shreds. 
Since being placed in the strait jacket 
she gits in a chair moaning. 

Wuen she first came to Macon all who 
saw her were impressed with the cold 
look of her countenance and the heavy ap- 
pearance of her eyes. She did not seem 
rational. 

Receiver’s Certificates. 

Judge Emory Speer passed a very im- 
portant order today which will set some 
railroad people to talking and thinking.

AN EARLY HANGING, 
The First Man Executed in the Chero- 
kee Country. 


Rome, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)—A curious 
discussion has arisen in regard to the first 
hanging that occurred in the Cherokee na- 
tion under the laws of Georgia. 

It was the execution of Hog Smith, an 
Indian living in one of the valleys of 
Walker county, which was then as big as 
Bavaria, including all that divided up into 
the counties of Walker, Dade, Catoosa, a 
part of Whitfield and a part of Chattooga. 

The mountain ranges trending eastward 
and westward made it almost inaccessible 
from the Tennessee settlements on the 
north and the settlements in Georgia on 


the south. 

The pioneers had to follow the circuitous 
routes through the narrow valleys, and it 
Was for many years very sparsely settled. 

A Double Tragedy. 

One morning, in 1834, a man by the 
name of Darden was startled by the ap- 
pearance of an Indian woman, who stated 
that two men had been murdered in their 
cabin in an adjacent valley. , 

The alarm spread, and a small posse of 
white men repaired to the lonely cabin, 
where they found the bodies of the men 
who had been brutally slain with an ax. 

Hog Smith, who had a trace of white 
blood in his veins, was the only person 
living in the vicinity, and he was placed 
under arrest, as the Indian woman had 
already accused him of committing the 
crime. When arrested blood was found 
on his person and on the key of the 
door with which he unlocked his cabin. 

The néfrest place of confinement where 
it was deemed safe to place him was in 
Lawrenceville, Gwinnett county, a hundred 
and fifty miles, at least, by the winding 
roads, from the place where the crime was 
committed. 

‘He was taken to that place and held 
there until court convened, when he was 
carried to old Cassville, then the county 
site of Cobb county, for trial. The testi- 
mony -was overwhelming, and te was 
found guilty and sentenced to be hanged. 

The Indians to the Rescue. 

His fellow tribesmen were terribly stirred 
up over the sentence, and determined to 
rescue him, but the same Indian woman 
who had first reported the murder con- 
tinued faithful to the whites and reported 
to the sheriff that a party of warriors 
was being made up in the mountains for 
the purpose of rescuing the prisoner pn 
his way to the place of execution. 

Smith bore a bad reputation for being 
one of the most desperate characters in 
the nation, and the whites were determin- 
ed to make an example of him to overawe 
the lawless element in the nation. 

The sheriff mounted his horse and seccret- 
ly rode away before light on Tuesday 
morning before the execution on Fi.day. 
At the same time a runner was vent to 
advise the white settlers on the Tennessec 
river of the threatened trouble. 

A Long, Lonely Ride. 

The brave sheriff rode night and day, 
up hill and down dale, till he reached 
Cassville, just as the officials were getting 
ready to depast with their prisoner for 
the scene of the hanging. 

Two detachments of the state patrol were 
hastily secured and the cavalcade set out 
for Crawfish Springs, where the execution 
was to take place. 

The mountains were full of Indians, and 

what were far worse, renegade white men, 
many of them members of the famous 
“Pony Club,” the most daring desperadoes 
that ever terrorized the lew-abiding people 
of four great states—Tennessee. Geoorgia, 
Alabama and Florida. 
* The presence of such a show of force 
alone prevented a bloody outbreak, and 
through the silence of the wild mountain 
passes and the wncultivated v@lheys they 
made their way with never a solitary In- 
dian in sight. 

They took every precaution to prevent a 
surprise and rescue, for well they knew 
that such a formidable force could be 
raised as to completely overpower them in 
some of those narrow passes of the moun- 
tains umless they kept well on their guard. 

The First Hanging. 

At last, on Friday morning, they reached 
the spot designated for the execution, and 
a rude gallows bad been erected in the 
grove near the spring. The troops 
drew up in a hollow square 
about the gallows with a crowd of eager 
spectators that had come from every di- 
rection to witness the first hanging that 
had ever occurred in that county. 

The old citizen from whrom the facts of 
this stcry were gleaned was a boy at the 
time and was present on that momen- 
tous occasion. 

The appearance of the culprit made a 
deep impression on) his mind, Me was a 
splendid specimen of physicai manhood. 
tall and brawny, but with a forbidding, 
murderous face, which gleamed with a 
terrible expression of mingled fear and 
anger as he mounted the scaffold. 

He had evidently been informed that an 
effort would be made to rescue him and 
preserved a deflant demeanor and main- 
tained a sullen silence to the last. 

The sheriff read the death warrant, an 
aged minister prayed for the doomed man 
and delivered a short exhortation. 

The prisoner, just as the black cap was 
adjusted, cast a despairing glance over 
the multitude of merciless faces; the trap 
was sprung and the savage murderer was 
launched into eternity. 

A Solitary Resting Place. 


A grave had been dug near the foot of 
the gallows and as no one appeared to 
claim the body it was buried there in the 
lonely forest, near the spring, and there 
remains in its solitary resting place with- 
out any sign to mark the exact spot. 

Of late years the village of Chickamauga 
has sprung up near the famous spring and 
it is now one of the most picturesque and 
popular summer resorts in north Georgia. 

But there are very few who are aware 
of the fact that the first victim of justice 
under the laws of the state of Georgia met 
his punishment there and that his bodv 
rests beneath the ehelter of those old trees 
whose shade adds so much to the attrac- 
tiveness of that romantic resting place. 


SOLDIERS REPUDIATE IT. 


Troops on St. Simon’s Say They Have 
Had a Good Time. 
Brunswick, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)}—An 
article published in The Savannah News 
and Thomasville Enterprise criticising thea 
camp at St. Simon’s and citizens of Bruns- 
wick adversely, and purporting to repre- 
sent the views of the Thomesville Guards, 
has been repudiated by that company. A 
series of resoluticns praising the treatment 
accorded the command by the people here 
were passed and sent to local newspaper 

men for publication. 

The announcement of the sale of the 
street railroad to a syndieate which pro- 
peses to build an electric line in Rrunswick, 
was officially confirmed today by A. H. 
Lane, chief owner of the old line. He says 
that W. A. Jeter has now bought the con- 
trolling interest in the old line and will 
begin within thirty days to build an elec- 
tric line. It is expected to be completed 
within four months. The council has been 
applied to for a franchise extending over 
fifty miles and owners of the old line 
will be interested, but Jeter will be the 
controlling influence and have the manage- 
rent. The old owners made a big pile 
out of the sale.

| MUST BE REDUGED. 


Interstate Commerce Commission Meets 
In Atlanta Next Toesday. 


FRUIT RATES ARE TO BE CONSIDERED 


The Application of the Fruit Dealers fora 
Reduotion Calis for This Im- 
portant Meeting.

The interstate railroad commission meets 
in Atlanta next Tuesday morning for the 
purpose of taking up the application of the 
fruit growers, relative to a reduction of the 
tariff. 

If the tariff is not reduced it will be a 
serious backset to the fruit growers of this 
section, and the shipping industry will be 
very greatly impaired. 

It has been arranged for the commission 
to hold its approaching session at the cus- 
tom house on the morning of the 23d of 
this month. 

A letter from Secretary Mozely, of the 
interstate commission, was received by 
Attorney General Terrell, at the state cap- 
itol yesterday morning. The letter stated 
that next Tuesday morning had been fix- 
ed upon by the commission as the time for 
holding its session in Atlanta to pass upon 
the application of the fruit growers. 

The members of the interstate commis- 
sion recognize the gravity of the situation 
and the need of prompt action. 

The grievance of the fruit growers is not 
@ trivial one by any means, and the bur- 
den of their complaint is already familiar 
to the public. Three cases have been made 
against the railroads on account of the ex- 
cessive tariff. One is against the Central 
railroad and its connecting lines to the 
north; one against the Georgia Southern 
and Florida and its connections, and one 
against the Savannah, Florida and Western 
and its connections. 

The cases were made by the fruit grow- 
ers several weeks ago, and carried before 
tht state commission. It was decided by 
the commission that the fruit tariff was 
excessive, and the railroads, in accordance 
with this decision, were asked to make @ 
reduction. 

The railroads, however, refused to ac- 
cede to this request, and the cases were ap- 
pealed to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, with what result remains to be seen. 

The hearing before the state commission 
occurred on the 3d of this month. Within 
twenty days of that time the cases will be 
taken up by the interstate commission. 
This is quick work, and shows that no de- 
lay will be made in arriving at a just de- 
cisidn,

He has talked himself down 
to 124 Reynolds is the only man in the 
United States who ever ran for senator 
while an inmate of the penitentiary. He 
was formerly president of a bogus livestock 
insurance company at Atchison, and was 
sent to the penitentiary for the fraudulent 
use of the mails. He claimed that his ene- 
mies were persecuting him, and, to test his 
standing in the community, announced aim- 
self as a candidate for state senator. He :e- 
ceived 500 votes. Upon his release from 
prison Reynolds wrote a book about peni- 
tentiaries of Kansas and Missouri. It was 
entitled “Twin Hells.”” Reynolds cleared 
about $40,000 on the sale of the book, but the 
money went as fast as he got It. Two years 
ago he took the lecture+platform, in the in- 
terest of prison reform. He, kept up six 
months and then his mind went wrong.

When it became known that Mrs. 
Elizabeth Key, the granddaughter of 
the author of “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” had lost her position in the pen- 
sion office, through no fault on her part, 
aud ‘had been thrown penniless upon 
the world, a protest and a wave of 
‘sympathy came up from every quarter. 

The heads of the pension department 
declare that they do not possibly see 
how they can make room for Miss Key, 
but their bosses, the American people, 
see how it can be done, and they de- 
mand that a place shall be found for 
this deserving woman. 

The New York Mail and Express has 
started a fund for Miss Key’s relief and 
has already raised £bout $300. The Syra- 
cuse Post seems to voice popular senti- 
ment in the following: ‘ 

The New York Mail and Express has 
opened a subscription fund for Miss Eliz- 
abeth Key, granddaughter of Francis Scott 
Key, tne author of “The Star Spangled 
Banner.” Miss Key’s case appeals with 
great force to the sympathy of the public. 
After being twenty years in the govern- 
ment employ, when she had passed her 
prime of life and was supporting an aged 
mother, she was thrown out of employ- 
ment.

So she 
was left out, and the political workers, or 
those having political pulls, were given po- 
sitions elsewhere.

But the man who wrote “The Star Span- 
gied Banner’ was not even given a monu- 
ment in recognition of his services, and his 
granddaughter is furfied out of office in her 
old age and left helpless and almost penni- 
less. 

Scores of statesmen, bankers, mer- 


chants and others are speaking out on 
the same line, and Francis Scott Key’s 
granddaughter is becoming a national 
issue. The general opinion is that, while 
we should not employ or pension people 
simply because their grandfathers ren- 
dered. distinguished services to the re- 
public, we should on the other hand be 
careful not to turn them off without just 
cause, and when a reduction in the gov- 
ernment force has to be made it is bet- 
ter to discharge those who can mos, 
easily obtain employment in other oc- 
cupations.

The Seventh Day Adventists. 

Speaking of tlie efforts to get the su- 
preme court to come to the relief of the 
Seventh Day Adventists in Tennessee 
and Georgia who have n sent to the 
ehain gang for doing secular work on 
Sunday, The Chicago Tribune says: 

The question or réfligion appears to be one 
of those which the framers of the consti- 
tution deemed it best to leave entirely to 
the states. At the time when the constitu- 
fon was adopted Connecticut had an es- 
tablished chureh—the Congregational one— 
and in all the states the Sunday observance 
laws were infinitely more rigid than they 
are now. In many of them Sunday travel 
was forbidden, Sunday amusements of the 
mildest character were not tolerated, and 
the man who thought it wrong to work 
Saturday was told no one would force him 
to work on that day, but that if he worked 
on that day which the mafority of the peo- 
ple looked on as holy he would suffer for it. 

It rather seems, therefore, as if those 
who complain of the religious laws of the 
States in which they live will have to look 
to the state for redress and not to the 
national government, which does not seem 
to have any more to do with the Sunday 


question than with the marriage and di- 
vorce question, 


This is a fair statement of the situa- 
tion. But it is said that the Tennessee 
authorities will soon have another ques- 
tion to decide. The Adventisis say that 
ho pulishment and no human power can 
force them to work on Saturday, their 
Sabbath. If they gain this point the 
chain gang will get only five days’ work 
in the week out of them. 

Upon the whole, these scrupulous re- 
ligionists are very inconvenient citizens 
to have in a community. When at liber- 
ty tuey want to disregard our Sunday, 
but in the chain gang they will claim 
two rest days in the week, Saturday as 
& matter of conscience, and Sunday as 
a matter of law. 

The cases will make trouble. It 
impossible to deal with it justly and 
the same time satisfactorily.

It 
is far and away the most important 
question that the people have ever been 
called on to decide, and on its right soln- 
tion depends not only their prosperity 
but the permanence of the republic 
itself. 

We say, therefore, that it is entirely 
fitting, just and proper—we had almost 
said inevitable—that in the disenssion 
at Chicago the gold standard cause 
should be- espoused by a radical re- 
publican.

It is reported that the new government 
of Nicaragua proposes to declare the 
canal concession forfeited on account of 
the alleged failure of the company to 
carry out its contract. 

When the company stcured the grant 
it promised to build a canal six feet 
deep between lakes Nicaragua and 
Managua. It was then believed that 
the enterprise would cost $150,000, but 
it has been ascertained since that the 
subsoil is solid rock, and the expense 
of cutting the canal would amount to 
about $1,000,000. The company offered 
to pay the Nicaraguan government $150,- 
000 toebe released from this part of the 
contract. The proposition was accepted, 
but the present government refuses to 
stand by the bargain made by the pre- 
ceding administration, and threatens to 
forfeit the concession. P

The Remains of Mrs. Bussey Sleep 
Under a Canopy of Flowers. 

Just as the twilight was beginning to 
shroud the graves in Oakland cemetery 
yesterday afternoon the mortal remains of 
Mrs. Salouel McKinley Bussey were lov- 
ingly committed to the earth. 

It was a sad and yet a beautiful scene 
enacted among the still evergreens. Not 
a breeze rippled the air and everything 
seemed to partake of the peaceful slumber 
into which the gentle sufferer had passed. 

When the floral emblems were at length 
heaped upon the grave it seemed as if the 
tribute of the summer had fallen there in 
rich profusion and that every flower was 
there to pay its fragrant homage to one 
who embodied in her life both its perfume 
and its beauty. 

Few women possessed a more brilliant 
intellect than Mrs. Bussey. Associated 
with her rich mental gifts she possessed 
a charm of personality that paved the way 
to deeper conquests and formed, as it were. 
the outer shrine of her pure and gentle 
spirit. In the death of such a gifted wo- 
man the cause of education has lost one 
of its brightest luminarled and the commu- 
nity in which she lived one of its richest 
and rarest gems. The memories of her life. 
however, remain behind to cheer the sor- 
rowing hearts of those who loved her, just 
as the stars come out at night to tell of 
the radiance of the vanished sun. 

The funeral services occurred from the 
late residence of Mrs. Bussey, No. 38 West 
Peachtree, at 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 
Dr. G. B. Strickler, the pastor of. the 
Central Presbyterian church, officiated. The 
casket. embowered in a perfect alcove of 
flowers, reposed in the parlor just to the 
right of the Wall. The sorrowing friends 
occupied seats in the adjoining rooms, as 
well as in the parlor and on the front 
veranda. Among those present were Hon. 
D. D. Beatie, president of the board of 
education; Hon. A. L. Kontz, Professor 
Ww. A. Bass, Colonel W. A. Hemphill and 
other prominent citizens. Quite a large 
number of teachers ‘were present who 
were formerly associated with Mrs. Bus 
sey in the public schools of this city. 

After the singing of that sweet, familiar 
anthem, ‘“‘Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” Dr. 
Strickler read a portion of scripture, be- 
ginning with the tender words of the 
Savior, ‘Let not your hearts be troubled. 
Ye believe in God, believe also in me In 
my father’s house are many mansions; if 
it were not so I wout® have told you. I 
go to prepare a place for you, that where 
I am there ye may be also.” 

The opening words of the pastor, as he 
closed the boox, were addressed to the sor- 
rowing members of the trousehold. He re- 
ferred to the blessedness and joy of heaven 
into which the sufferer had passed to min- 
gle. forever “in the general assembly and 
church of the first Sorn’’ and to be with 
Christ ana the angeis. He referred to her 
graces of mind and character and to the 
manifoia gifts with which her brilliant 
life was so richly endowed. He spoke of 
her love for the public schools and her de- 
votion to the cause of learning. The char- 
acteristics of her life were touched upon by 
the pastor in such a manner as clearly 
evinced his own familiaréty with her vir- 
tues and gave expression to the tender 
estimate of all who knew and loved her. 
Before the lid of the casket was sealed ev- 
ery one who desired’ the privilege was per 
mitted to look for the last time into the 
face of the lovely sleeper. A bright smile 
still iingered upon her lips and she lay in 
the repose of death as if dreaming of para- 
dise and the i.fe beyond. It was easy to 
spirit a& soarmg among the 
celestial bowers, so calm and beautiful was 
the repose of death.

A STORY STRANGER THAN FICTION 


Is What Judge Westmoreland Said 
of the Tuggle Case. 


CHARACTER BLACKENING INDULGED IN 


There Were Two or Three Lively Scenes 
in Court—Judge W estmoreland 
Speaks of Chastity. 


“This case ig one more like fiction than 
fact,’ said Judge Westmoreland yester- 
day afternoon in the habeas corpus case of 
Tuggle against Tuggle for the possession 
of a child. “It is more like a story from 
the pen of that weird writer, Rider Hag- 
gard,”’ 

And truly Judge Westmorelamid was cor- 
rect. The facts, the relationship of all the 
parties and the various incidents brought 
out on both sides had a touch something 
unlike the real. 

Late yesterday afternoon, while Judge 
Westmoreland was rendering his decision. 
the scene was one of peculiar interest and 
withal an affécting one. When Judge 
Westmoreland began speaking the child. 
a boy of nine years, brown-eyed and hand- 
some, tired with the long day’s trial and 
having only half comprehended what was 
going on about him, sat sleeping soundly. 
His head was on one arm and the other 
arm lay where either the father or the 
mother might have put a hand upon it. 

To the right of the little fellow; leaning 
forward to catch every word the judge said. 
was Mrs. Willie C. Tuggle, the boy’s moth- 
er, who was seeking to retain possession of 
the child she loved with mother-love strong 
and lasting. She was pale during the early 
part of the trial and made a pretty picture 
in the varying moods the different phases 
of the trial brought upon her. She has 
extremely pretty golden reir, bright blue 
eyes and a rather small face. Her figure 
is chic and she was well dressed. As 
she listened to the judge and as it became 
apparent that he was going to award her 
the child, her emotion was evidenced by 
her quick, unnatural breathing. 

Handsome himself, though rough in ap- 
pearance and dress, Paul Tuggle, who was 
contending for his child, sat intent upon all 
the judge said. Nervously he held one hand 
to his mustache, looking semi-occasionally 
at the sleeping child. When Judge West- 
moreland concluded by giving the child into 
the care of the mother, the husband and 
father rose like a man in a dream, mo- 
tioned back his wife, who had started to- 
ward him with tears of joy in her eyes. 
and stood undecided for a moment. Then 
he turned to the boy, who had been awak- 
ened by the anxious grandmother, and 
kissed him once. He turned as if to go. 
placed his hand on the child’s head, at- 
tempted to say some parting word and 
failing through greatness of grief started 
out of tne courtroom, but was called back 
by his attorney. 

Efforts To Secure the Child. 

Neither the father nor the mother spared 
any effort to secure the cihid. They testi- 
fied ae to the bad character of each other 
and they hat witnesses to show that what 
they said was true. 

The case began yesterday morning before 
Judge Westmoreland and it was so lengthy 
that to attempt to give the testimony of 
each witness would be out of the way. 
The principal characters were the father. 
the child and the mother. 

It seems that J. C. Tuggle and Paul Tug- 
gle are brothers and they both married 
sisters. Yesterday J. C. Tuggle sat in 
court by his wife, who testified aguinst 
Paul Tuggle, thus by action taking sides 
against his brother. 

There were objections to the marriage of 
the younger sister to Paul Tuggle. After 
the marriage they were happy for awhile 
and then trouble began. According to the 
evidence introduced by the wife, her hus- 
band mistreated her. 
her and was cruel to the child. They sepa- 
rated several times and lived together 


‘again. The final separation came last year. 


Proceedings for a divorce and alimony fol- 
lowed. 

In the meantime the father had retained 
possession of the child. He sent the bov. 
Pinkney Tuggle, to the home of an uncle. 
Rev. M. b. Tuggle, near Rome. It was 
on July 12th that the mother Secured tha 
boy. Then the writ of habeas corpus was 
taken out by the father and the trial 
begun. He alleged in the writ that his 
wife had secured possession of the boy in 
a fraudulent fashion and that she was not 
a fit person to have the care of the child. 

In the answer the wife alleged that the 
husband was not a fit person to have the 
care of the boy and that the boy’s uncle 
did not treat him properly. 

Progress in Court Yesterday. 

There were several lively scenes in court 
yesterday, in one of which the wife figured 
and another in which yvudge Westmoreland 
expressed himself vigorously as to the 
division of chastity in a family. 

Outside the various witnesses introduced 
to show the bad character of the principals. 
each attacking the other, the story is told 
in the testimony of the wife and the hus- 
band, It was a story most interesting in 
each instance. 

Made To Believe His Mother Dead. 

Paul Tuggle was the first of the combat- 
ing couple to tell the story of the child 
and the troubles. He said that he had 


| reared the child to believe that his mother 


was dead. 

“I did not want to tell him something 
untrue, however,’’ said Tuggle, ‘‘so I told 
him an allegory. I told him that his. 
mother was out upon a broad, bright river 
and everything was smooth and beautiful, 
but that she came to a dark place and 
the boat went down and she was lost.” 

The story was then toid of the private 
detective, Spence, who followed Mrs. Tug- 
gle and sought out evidence against her. 


| It was testified to that she wrote a tele- 


gram, signing her name Martha Marsh, 


|; and gave it to the detective to send. It 
_ was told how she telegraphed the detec- 


tive from Washington to come there. This 
telegram was signed by Mrs. Ryan, with 
whom she was living in Washington, It 
was told how she accepted money from 
Spence to take the Washington trip. 

An Over-Wise Youngster. 

Two letters were introduced by Mrs. 
Tuggle to show that Pinkney, the boy in 
disputé, had a wise head upon his shoul- 
ders. Although he pretended to believe 
his father’s allegory, he was writing to 
his mother and receiving letters from her 
nearly every week, something which he 
never told his father about. 

The two letters introc.ced were written * 
in.a scrawily, childish hand, and were such 
letters ag @ child of that age might write. 


He drank and cursed | 


: 


The letters were evidently a surprise to 
the father. 

She Was a Clever,’ Nervous Witness. 

Although Mrs. Tuggle proved a splendid 
witness for herself, she was abnormally 
nervous and while telling her story* would 
brook no interruption from her attorneys. 
She knew what she wanted to tell and 
spoke s0 rapidly that at times it was 
almost impossible to understand her clear- 
ly. When she branched off from the 
main question once, Colonel Joe James, 
her attorney, asked her to confine her tes- 
timony to the case. 

Mrs. Tuggle told her attorney to shut 
up and that she would tell the whole 
story. 

She explained that she knew Spence was 
a detecfive, as she and her husband some 
days before had a talk in which they 
made a@ wager, Mrs. Tuggle betting that 
her husband. could discover ndthing detri- 
mental to her character. She says that 
she rode in a buggy with the detective to 
the suburbs and there got out of his car- 
riage and went back to town on the street 
‘car. She also says that she told him 
that she knew he was a detective and 
laughed at him for trytng to catch her 
that way. She admitted sending the tele- 
gram to Mrs. Ryan, in Washington, and 
admitted that Spence paid her railroad 
fare. She also admitted the telegram 
which was sent back from Washington 
when she arrived. She said that it was 
to get Spence to the national capital and 
end his career as a detective 

She Was Her Own Detective. 

Mrs. Tuggle then told how she was her 
own detective. She said that she fol- 
lowed her husband to a house of ill-fame 
and caught him with another woman. 
Turning to the judge, she asked: 

‘Do you want to know the address?’ 

Judge Westmoreland said he did not 
care for information on that score. 

In fact, Mrs. Tuggle explained every 
feature of the case in a manner most 
plausible. She also told of receiving let- 
ters from her son. At times she was al- 
most hysterical and was thorpughly nerv- 
ous and excited. 

Judge Westmoreland on Chastity. 

Mr. Walter Andrews, of Bishop, Andrews 
& Hill, represented Tuggle. In his short 
speech he said that it was a matter of 
general repute that there was a difference 
betwen chastity in a woman and chastity 
in a man. 

“I refuse to recognize it,” 
Judge Westmoreland. 

“I know,” continued Judge Westmore- 
land, warmly, ‘“‘that that is the world’s 
view, Mr. Andrews. The world damns a 
woman and elevates a man. It is wrong. 
A man should be pure if he insists upon 
purity in others.” 

Mr. Andrews admitted that it was true 
that Tuggle drank occasionally. 

Awarded to the Mother. 

“This case is one more like fiction than 
fact. It is more like a story from the 
pen of that weird writer, Rider Haggard,” 
were the opening words of Judge West- 
moreland’s decision, after all the evidence 
was in and the speeches made. 

‘“{t would like to be able to put the boy 
at a better place than either of the parents 
afford. As to Mrs. Tuggle’s chastity the 
evidence is such as to make it not clear 
to my mind whether she has been guilty 
of anything wrong or not. She is a 
nervous person naturally. This has prob- 
ably grown upon- her. With some people 
nervousness is an infirmity of the physical 
constitution, 

“The evidence as to Mr. Juggle’s drink- 
ing is pretty conclusive. .<@Vhile he still 
holds his place, as Mr. Andrews suggests, 
he is likely to lose it at any time. Any 
man that drinks is liable to get drunk at 
any time, and if in a drunken condition 
he should go to his place of employment 
he would be discharged. He is also a 
profane man, and the two examples of 
drinking and cursing are not the best for 
a boy of nine years old. 

“There is nothing stronger than a moth- 
er’s love,’’ said the judge, after stating 
that he would award the child to the 
mother, as the grandmother of the child 
and its step-grandfather haf agreed to 
give Mrs. Tuggle a home with them. 

When the verdict was announced Mrs. 
Tuggle went toward her husband as if to 
say something. He motioned her back 
and turned away. 

Judge Westmoreland also instructed that 
as long as Tuggle acted properly he could 
call on the child whenever he wanted to.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Plethora of Crop News Tended To 
Quiet Rather Than Excite Trade. 
Chicago, Ill., July 17.—Crop damage re- 

ports on wheat from the northwest did not 
cause any worriment in speculative minds 
today. In fact, there were all kinds of re- 
ports from that section. There were very 
good ones, very bad ones and many that 
were neither decidedly one way or the 
other. By their plethora, these tended to 
quiet rather than excite trade.

The trade was 
disappointing today. There were no outside 
orders, and other than a fair-sized scalping 
by a prominent professional, there was no 
transactions calling for special mention. 
There were firm spots and weak ones 
throughout the session, but the final tone, 
as already stated, was favorable to the ad- 
herents of the bear side. September wheat 
opened 68%@67%c,. sold between 68% and 
67\4c, closing at the latter with the loss be- 
fore mentioned. Cash wheat averaged 
steady, closing nominally lower with the 
futures. 

The movement of prices in corn was very 
slow today.

RECKLESS RIDING. 


By Bicyclists To Be Stopped by the 
Police in Future. 


The police have been instructed to strict- 
ly enforce the ordinance regulatiig the rid- 
ing of bicycles in the city in future. 

The instruction was issued on account 
of the many accidents that have recently 
resulted from reckless riding by wheel- 
men. 

The ordinance provides that riders shal] 
not make 1 greuter rate of speed than 
six miles an hcur withia the fire limits, 
and ten miles an hour outside of those 
limits. The penalty for a violation of that 
section of the ordinance is named as a fine 
of not excecding $1 or imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days, either or both, in the 
discretion of the court. 

Another section of the ordinance enacts 
that it shall be unlawful for any person 
riding a bicycle in the city of Atlanta to 
run between street cars when passirg each 
other, or to rus in front of a moving car 
within less than fifty feet of the car, 
whether for the purpose of crossing the 
car tracks or of using the portion of the 
street betweer the rails. 

The most important section of the ordi- 
nance to wheelmen is that which enacts 
that in all cases of injuries to persons on 
the streets, resulting from the collision be- 
tween the person so injured and a bicycle, 
presuniption shall be that such injury was 
the result of negligence or of a violation 
of the ordinance on the part of the rider 
of the bicycle, which presumption may be 
rebutted by evidence. 

Captain Jennings read the ordiname to 
his men yesterday afternoon and ordered 
a strict enforcement of it by the police, 
and other captains will do ‘ikewise. 


IN TROUBLE AGAIN. 


Dr. Patrick Arrested for Being Drank 
and Refusing To Pay Hack Fare. 
Dr. W. G. Patrick, who figured in the 

police court a few days ago on account of

Harris. The doctor is charged with being

Yesterday morning the doctor got under 
the influence of his favorite beverage and 
thought it would be a pleasant pastime 
to ride in one of Atlanta’s best public 
hacks.

THERE iS NO MORE APPREHENSION 


The Central and the Georgia Fouthern and 
Fiorida Will Be Operated as 
Separate Roads. 


The people of Macon have been stirred 
regarding the result of the purchase of the 


Central road by the Southern. 

It was thought by Maconites that the 
Southern would operate the Central as one 
of the consolidated roads, and thus place 
Macon where she would be injured as a 
distributing center. 

So much anxiety was felt on this matter 
that the transportation committee of tne 
Macon Chamber of Commerce was directed 
to correspond with President Samuel Spen- 
cer, of the Southern, as to his future policy 
in this matter. 

This committee reported yesterday morn- 
ing at a meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, President Happ in the chair. The 
letter addressed by Mr. Spencer to Mr. &. 
R. Jacques, president of the transportation 
committee, was read.and brought out a 
resolution receiving the report of the com- 
mittee and thanking Mr. Spencer for the 
full and candid expression of his views. 

The letter from President Spencer is a 
lengthy one and covers every point upon 
which the people of Macon might de- 
sire to be informed on. He begins by 
stating that he can see no legitimate 
grounds for apprehension on the part of 
the people of Macon on account of what 
Maconites have been pleased to term “con- 
solidation” of the Southern and its control 
of the traftic of the principal lines enter- 
ing and centering in Macon. 

‘“‘Whatever may be the result of the reor- 
ganization of the Central Railroad Com- 
pany.” writes Preasident Spencer, ‘there 
is no intention that that property shall be 
operated as a portion of the Southern rail- 
way system. We believe that it would 
not be good policy to do so, but that the 
interests of both the Southern and the 
Central can be best served by the operation 
of the latter under separate directorship 
and management, that management being 
left as free as ever to foster all industries 
and interests along its lines, by all legal 
and legitimate means. 

“As regards the Georgia Southern and 
Florida, the Southern Railway Company 
and its friends cémtrol not all but only 
a majority of the securities. Under these 
conditions the property should be man- 
aged as a separate corporation, in order 
that the minority interests shall have 
fair and equitable treatment and account- 
ing; and there is no purpose on our part, 
even if Wwe possessed the power, to depart 
from this, the only proper policy. 

Not an Exclusive Connection. 

‘It is not intended t» make or even to 
endeavor to make either of these roads 
an exclusive connection of the Southern 
railway system. Such policy would be 
harmful to them, and in the end, harmful 
to us. In a word, it is the policy of the 
Southern Railway Company to strengthen 
all its lines, and in every reasonable way 
to foster the growth of local interests 
within the territory it serves, rather than 
to try to force all traffic into particular 
channels. This does not mean, of course, 
that it proposes to assume the burden and 
responsibility, or gurantee thw success of 
ill-conceived or badly managed enterprises. 

*“*‘We are also fully mindful of \the impor- 
tance of the location of offices and shops 
in your city. On the other hand you know 
the necessity, arising in all classes of busi- 
ness, of the strictest economy in operation, 
and how hazardous it is for those charged 
with the responsibilities to make definite 
promises for the future as to the details 
of corporate management. 

“IT assure you, however, that iff, in the 
course of business, the necessity for any 
change arises, there shall be as little dis- 
turbance as possible in Macon of such io- 
cal organizations as you refer to. 

“As regards the process of consolidation 
which you speak of as being viewed with 
some degree of apprehension by some of 
the citizens of Macon, permit me through 
you to say a word to them on the subject. 

“Consolidation is, in part, the legiti- 
mate and inevitable resvlit of reckless and 
speculative construction of needless rail- 
roads throughout the south, and the hope- 
less struggle to sustain them when built. 
This struggle, in the absence of sufficient 
traffic, produced unreasonable reductions, 
Cishonest rate manipulations, and unjust 
discriminations. At competitive points 
rates were unduly and secretly reduced; 
at non-competitive points they weré left 
undisturbed or possibly increased in the 
hope of greater and much needed revenues. 
Favored individuals grew rich, favored 
communities appawently prospered. All 
others felt outraged, and many of them 
justly so. This in turn gave rise to much 
unreasonable popular clamor for wholesale 
reductions of rates, and to much unwise 
and considerate legislation, directed 
against all corporate property. 

“The chief injustice under which thé pub- 
lic was suffering was not unreasonable 
rates, but to unjust and secret discrimina- 
tions. The cure for the evils was not re- 
duction, but the establishment of abso- 
lute uniformity of rates, applicable alike 
to all shippers, great or small, and rela- 
tively fair as ne different communi- 
ties.’’ 

President Soensee places the suffering of 
the railroads as not above the suffering of 
the public through the breaking down of 
the roads and unjust discrimination. He 
mentions the bankruptcy that spread over 
Georgia roads. He also suggests that the 
only remedy under these conditions was the 
consolidation that followed. There are but 
two alternatives for railroad properties, 
President Spencer says, that are under such 
disastrous conditions—they must be consol- 
idated to be operated more cheaply or be 
left to starve alone and separately. 

He calls attention to the fact that the 
policy of the Southern has not resulted in 
the increase of rates at any point, but has 
resulted in better roadbeds and equipments, 
improved service and greater services to 
the public. In conclusion he writes: 

“Its power will be exerted, not for the 
purpose of favoritism, oppression or extor- 
tion, but for the adoption and maintenance, 
without discrimination between individuals 
or communities, of reasonable rates that 
shall be fair alike to the rdilroads and to 
the public, and so adjusted as to aid in the 
growth and development of all the territory 
it reaches. Yours very truly, 

“SAMUEL SPENCER, President.”’

The Appeal of the Cetntral Railroad 
Docketed for Trial. 


Washington, July 17.—The appeal of the 
Central Railroad and Banking Company, of 
Georgia, by Comer & Hayes, receivers, vs. 
William <A. Wright, comptroller general 
of that state, has been docketed in the su- 
preme court of the United States. It comes 
from the circuit court of the United States 
fer the eastern district of Georgia, and in- 
volves a construction of the Glenn tax law 
of Georgia, and of the charter of the rail- 
road and banking company.

Judge Emory Speer tn an exhaustive opin- 
ion, reviewed the history of the case and 
examined the contentions of both parties. 
He decided in effect that the half of one per 
cent tax on the capital stock set out in the 
charter was for state purposes only; that 
the cities and counties on the line were au- 
thorized to levy and collect taxes upon the 
real property of the corporation; and that 
the Glenn law was constitutional. A de- 
cree was therefore entered, directing the 
receivers to pay $14,798 taxes for the year 
1891 with interest at 7 per cent from Decem- 
ber 20, 1891. From this decree and judg- 
ment the receivers appealed.

It is just sixty days, including Sundays, 
until the gates of the Cotton States and 
Interrational exposition will open to the 


public. 
And when the huge gates swing back on 


their mammoth hinges and the world comes 
to see the show, there will be not a single 
disappointment for any one. The progress 
of the work at the grounds has been most 
satisfactory ‘to the directors of the exposi- 
tion and they are elated that so much has 
been accomplished. Daily changes are be- 
ing wrought and the work proceeds stead- 


Yesterduy many workmen were busy 
jaying the ducts that will convey the elec- 
tric vables to the various buildings, and 
this work will consume the remaining days 
of this month. It is @ huge undertaking 
to wire the grounds, especially so when it 
js remembered that all of the cables are 
placed underground and must be laid in 
wooden ducts. ‘he wires that will carry 
the current are number six in size, and are 
thoroughly insulated. The current neces- 
sary to suppiy the lights for the buildings 
and grounds will be 75,000 volts strong, and 
is one of the heaviest currents that has 
ever been maintained on a singie circuit. 
Mr. Foster, the chief of the department, 
has figured the matter in all of its tangling 
details, and has concluded that the work 
vu tae single wire can be accomplished 
with all ease. 

This morning ar additional six-inch main 
will be completed and three streams of 
water will be emptied into Clara mere from 
now on uniil tne lake is filled. ihe Water 
is rising siowly but surely, and those under 
whose direction the lake is being liled say 
positively that sullicient water will be ov- 
tained long beicre tne gates open. ine 
water that has been placed in tne lake 
up w the present has all been coniined 
to the end of the lake nearest the electrici- 
ty building, where the voottom is ueeper 
than in any other pluce. Yesterday was 
the first day chat water was placed in 
the lower end of the jake near tie negro 
-building, and from now on bcth ends of 
the lake will be filled at the same tinie. 
The foundation work for the bridge that 
will span the lake has been comipieced aliu 
the work on, the structure will be carried 
on rapidly. The bridge will be an inciined 
affair, and while the ends will be almost 
on a level with the water, the center of 
the bridge proper will be high above in 
order that the launches may pass under. 
ic will be a unique piece of work and will 
be broad enough to accommodate lie 
mense crawds that will use it in passing 
from one portion of the gaounds to the 
other. 

‘the electric fountain is being constructed 
and is located in the center of the lake jusi 
opposite the forestry building. it has the 
appearance cf a huge t0Orpedo beat now, 
but when the water reaches the top of the 
fountain, all the foundation work will be 
ccncealed and crily the surfate will be vis- 
ible. The fountain will be one of the chief 
sights of the exposition and will attract a 
great -deal of attention. Kach stream or 
water that will ascend into the air wiil be 
colored by electric lights, and will consist 
ofimnumerable cascades in fantastic shapes. 
The lights that wil illun:ine the waier will 
be concealed in a subterranean chamber, 
and will be reflected through immense 
prisms that will throw ‘tthe colored light 
into every spray of water. 

Assiguments Made Yesterday. 
Applications for space in the electricity 

building were received yesterday from the 
American LEHilectric Heater Company, of 
Boston, Mass., and the Interivr Telephone 
Company, of New York city. 

The former wishes to make an exhibit of 
heating and cooking apparatus, which will 
make a very intcresting dispiay, as the 
development in this line is just beginning 
to attract the attention of the world. The 
Interior Telephone Company makes a spe- 
cialty of isolated telephone connections 
and installations, and will put in an opera- 
tive exhibit in the electricity building, 
Which will be in actual operation during 
the exposition. 

The Clough Corkscrew. Company w.ll have 
@n operative exhibit in the manuwfactures 
building, and wili make all of the corkscrew 
that the visitars will likely need. The wire 
Will be fed into the machine and will come 
from the other end a perfect corkscrew. 
Suspenders will also be made by a large 
Suspender manufacturing comnpany. The 
cloth will be woven from hemp and the 
Various processes through which the sus- 
benders go will be shown to the public, 

Concessions Committee Meets. 
Yesterday afternoon the committee of 

concessions met in the committee room of 
the exposition and transacted a good deal 
of business. 

Several selling privileges were granted, 
and the mining camp of 1849, a unique re- 
preduction of frontier life, was given space, 
subject to the approval of the board. 
There seems to be ro doubt but that the 
action of the committee yesterday will meet 
the approval of the board when that body 
meets in a few days. The mining camp 
iS @ wonderful exhibit and has attracted 
the attention of the entire world while at 
the world’s fair and the midwinter fair in 
San Francisco. 

Will Arrive This Morning, 

The Illinois delegation, composed of 
Wealthy Chicago capitalists, will reach the 
city this morning, and will be entertained 
by the exposition people. This party will 
be here several days, and will he followed 
by an excursion of capitalists early in Sep- 
tember that will come for the purpose of 
making. investments in the south. INinois 
is greatly interested in the exposiiion and 
will have some splendid exhibits, several of 
Which will be moved from the world's fair. 
All of these exhibits are large and very 
valuable,

Commissioners Pléased with the Action 
Of the Exposition Company. 


CHAIRMAN JOHNSON ON THE PLANS 


Will Provide a Force of Forty Men at the 
Grounds and Four Special Deteo- 
tives from the North. 


The action of the executive board of the 
exposition company in agreeing to appro- 
priate the sum of $5,000 for the purpose of 
maintaining a sufficient police protection 
at the exposition grounds was received 
with much satisfaction by the board of po- 
lice commissioners and the police depart- 


ment in general yesterday. 

It is believed that this, with the sum ap- 
propriated by the exposition company and 
the $5,000 set aside by the city council sever- 
al months ago, will insure an entirely ade- 
quate force during the big show, it being 
understood that the city will add another 
$5.000 to the amount, making a total of 
$15,000 for police protection. 

The board of commissioners has contend- 
ed that the sum of $15,000 would be needed 
ever since the question has been before it, 
and when the members of the board read in 
yesterday’s Constitution of the action of 
the executive board of the exposition com- 
pany day before yesterday they congratu- 
lated themselves. The announcement of the 
action of the executive board in yesterday's 
Constitution was the first news that 
Chairman Johnson had heard of the matter 
and when seen by a Constitution reporter 
yesterday he talked in glowing terms about 
the plans of the department in providing 
protection. 

What Mr. Johnson Says. 

“If the city will now appropriate $5,000 
more for police protection during the expo- 
sition,’’ said Chairman Johnson, “we will 
be able to guarantee ample protection to 
the city and its visitors. With the sum of 
$15,000 we can provide a force of forty men 
at the grounds, which number of men can 
patrol the entire grounds, guaranteeing 
safety to the property and persons of the 
exposition company and its visitors, ‘The 
police station at the grounds is nearing 
completion and when finished will be one 
of the most convenient and best equipped 
stations that has ever been established at 
an exposition ground. We will provide the 
men with a full equipment of arms and 
other necessities andthe force of forty 
men will cover the ground thoroughly, 

“The board hopes to be able to bring at 
least four experienced detectives here from 
as many large cities in the country for the 
purpose of spotting the gangs of criminals 
and cut-throats who are sure to fiock io 
Atlanta during the big show. With the 
four detectives and our regular local detec- 
tive force, the board thinks that the city 
ean .be thoroughly protected from the 
class of criminals that usually frequent 
expositions and big gatherings of people. 

“My idea is for the board to select at 
least twelve good men from the regular 
police force and detail them as detectives 
for special work during the three biggest 
months of the show, Take six of the men 
and place them on duty during the day and 
the other six at night. The special men 
would of course wear citizens’ clothing and 
could easily approach men on the streets 
who they thought needed watching, and & 
is my opinion that those twelve men and 
the regular detective force, including the 
four detectives mentioned, can secure to the 
city and its citizens the most perfect pro- 
tection. To carry out these plans, however. 
it will require at least $15,000, and unless 
the city comes to our aid with the appro- 
priation of gnother %,000 we will not be 
able to promise the ptotection that the 
city should have.”’ 

Will Be Policed from August ist. 

Chairman Johnson said that the exposition 
force would probably be placed on duty at 
the grounds beginning August ist; that 
is, the first detachment of it. For a few 
weeks it will not require very many at 
the grounds and they will be placed there 
only as necessity demands. The entire force 
will not be placed on duty at the grounds 
before the opening day of the exposition, 
but a sufficient number of men will be 
detailed for duty there from time to time 
as they are needed. It is probable that the 
regular men on the force will be selected 
for the work and that the supernumeraries 
on the force will be given the work of the 
regular force. This action will greatly 
please the supernumeraries for the reason 
that none of the suptfnumeraries are getting 
any work, the board of commissioners hav- 
ing decided at its last meeting to reduce 
expenses by iaying the supernumeraries oft 
until September ist, When a regular man 
is absent his place fs not filled, the city, 
of course, saving his salary. 

Mr. Welch Withdraws His Objections. 

It is very probable that the proposed 
scheme of establishing a private detective 
agency which was presented to the board 
of P*Tce commissioners at its last meeting 
and to the city council last Monday, will 
be approved by the council at its next 
meeting. 

It will be remembered that eMssrs, Sisk- 
ron and Wooster, private detectives, asked 
the consent of the board of commission- 
ers and the couficil for the establishment 
of an agency of thé kind and that the mat- 
ter was acted upon favorably by the board 
of commissioners. The petition went to the 
council and was approved but went over 
until the next meeting of the body on a 
notice of Councilman Welch, of the fifth 
ward, that he would move for a reconsid- 
eration of the matter at the next meeting. 

Yesterday Mr, Welch withdrew all oppo- 
sition to the plan of the promoters of the 
agency and wrote Mayor King a ietter in 
which he stated that he would withdraw his 
notice that he would move to reconsider 
the action of the council in approving the 
scheme of the gentlemen named, which ac- 
tion seems to remove all opposition to the 
plan. 

* Will Prebably Secure a License. 

it is probable that Messrs. Siskron and 
Wooster will secure a license to do business 
without further trouble and they will be 
able to begin business in a short time after 
the matter is finally acted on at the next 
meeting of the council. 

The board of commissioners strongly fa- 
vor the plan and will render the new agency 
support and protection. The agency will be 
operated under the immediate surveillance 
of the board of police commissioners, We 
men in its service being governed by rules 
to be adopted py the commissioners them- 
selves. The agency will furnish night 
watchmen and private guards at a small 
cost to the business men or other persons 
who may desire the services of a watch- 
man or detective, 

The chairman of the board of commis- 
sioners, the city attorney and the acting 
chief of police, Captain Wright, have the 
matter in charge and those officials will 
hold a meeting probably today and adopt 
the rules to govern the agency, should it 
be approved by the council, It is likely that 
the same rvles thgt govern the police de- 
partment will be adopted for the govern- 
ment of the detective agency.

SAYS IT'S CHIGANERY 


Dr. Nelms on the Methods of Arresting 
Sunday Liquor Sellers. 


WOULDN'T COUNTENANCE CHICANERY 


Officers Should Not Send Spies After 
Whisky and Then Make Arrests. 
An Important Decision. 


Dr. John W.. Nelms, councilman from 
the seventh ward, set an tmportant prece- 
dent while acting as city recorder in the 
police court yesterday afternoon. He made 
a decision on the question of Sunday liquor 
selling, the effect of which is that the offi- 
cers should not use what the court called 
“chicanery”’ in getting evidence against 
violaters of the Sunday liquor law. 

The matter came before the court on the 
triad of a case made against a druggist, 
for selling liquor last Sunday. The case 
was made against the druggist by Detec- 
tive Wooten, who has been making strong 
efforts to break up the Sunday liquor sell- 
ing which is said to have been carried on 
by the various soda fountains and drug 
stores recently. 

Chicanery Not Countenanced. 

The trial of the case was interesting from 
beginning to end. The court took occasion 
to lecture the detectives and policemen as 
to the manner of making arrests, it using 
some pretty strong language in denuncia- 
tion of the custom of the officers in sending 
men to the places and having them buy 
Whisky and then testify against the selil- 
ers for violating the whisky ordinance. 
The court said that he did not approve of 
a violation of any of the city ordinances 
and was first among those wanting the or- 
dinances strictly enforced, but at the same 
time he could not countenance any chi- 
canery in the maiter of securing evidence 
and so long as he occupied the bench, the 
court would dismiss every case of the kind 
that came before htm. 

That Original Package Question. 

Attorney Jack Slaton represented the 
druggist. Detective Wooten, who made 
the case, said that he went to .he union 
depot Sunday afternoon and there saw C. 
T. Watson sitting in the waiting room. 
Watson did not seem to have much to do 
‘and the detective approached him and ask- 
ed Watson if he could get some whisky, 
Stating that he would furnish the money 
and divide. Watson thought that he could, 
whereupon the detective brought forth a 
bright silver dollar and patiently awaited 
the return of Watson. Pretty soon Wat- 
son returned, stating that he could not get 
less than a quart, the seller declining to 
let him have a pint, which he asked for, 
stating that it could be sold only in the 
original package. Mr. Wooten again 
reached into his pocket and brought out 
a coin, this time a twenty-five cent piece, 
which was the requisite additional amount 
to get the original package. When Watson 
finally returned he brought wth 
him a quart bottle of red whisky, the same 
being alleged to be old and good. Accord- 
ing to the agreement a divy then took 
place, Watson getting a pint of the liquor 
for his trouble. In the course of the aiter- 
noon Wetective Wooten served the drug- 
gist with a charge of selling spirituous 
and malt liquors on the Sabbath day. 

Wanted It for a Sick Conductor. 

Poe druggist’s side of the case was to 
the effect that the whisky had been sold 
Watson on the latter’s representation that 
he wanted the Hquor for a sick friend, a 
conductor who was at the depot. The drug 
clerk who sold the whisky said that he was 
an old friend of Watson's and that ‘he let 
him have the liquor on that account, believ- 
ing Watson’s statement. Dr. Mitchell was 
in the drug store at the time Watson asked 
for the whisky and in some manner the 
physician issued a certificate, on which the 
clerk testified that he sold the whisky. 
Watson testified that he did not ask for 
& physician's certificate and that he did 
not remember having stated that he wanted 
the liquor for medical purposes. The drug- 
gist offered the certificate of the physician 
as evidence. 

Was a Sharp and Unfair Practice. 

Dr. Nelms said that he would dismiss the 
Case against the druggist under the eyvi- 
dence and circumstances, and it was then 
that the court took occasion to express its 
views on the manner of making arrests. 
He said that citizens paid heavy taxes to 
keep up the police and detective depart- 
ments and it was wrong for those depart- 
ments to hound down citizens in such a 
manner as had been done. It was a sharp 
and uniair practice to secure evidence in 
any such manner and that he did not pro- 
pose to fine citizens under such circum- 
stances. If any violation of the law was 
committed with malice aforethought the 
court would punish the guilty parties but 
it would not countenance any chicanery. 
It was not in the province of the police and 
detective departments to practice any such 
methods. 

Detective Wooten then asked that a case 
against another druggist for the same of- 
fense be dismissed, the evidence in the 
case being the same as that brought out in 
the first trial. 

The Decision Caused a Stir. 

The remarks of the court made a deep 
impression on the officers and audience 
present and if the precedent is adhered to 
by future pr-:iding officers of the court 
it is likely that there will be fewer ar- 
rests for Sunday violations of the liquor 
law, the spy system being the only method 
by which the officers can well secure evi- 
dence against the liquor sellers. 

The decision caused a considerable stir 
and discussioy among the officers and 
detectives yestérday afternoon. 

The law against Sunday liquor selling 
provides that no druggist shall sel] any 
spirituous or malt liquors on the Sabbath 
day unless on the certificate of a practic- 
ing physician that the liquor is wanted 
purely for medicinal purposes. It is said 
that notwithstanding the law it has been 
a comparatively easy matter for persons 
to buy whisky on Sundays and the officers 
have recently kept a close watch on all 
drug stores an@ soda founts endeavoring 
to discontinue the aljtezged practice of 
liquor selling without a physician’s certifi- 
cate and 4n violation of the ordinance 
mentioned.

SMOOTH SIDNEY. 


Story of How Lascelles Worked Pas- 
sengers on the Paris, 


SAID HE WAS THE SON OF AN EARL 


Higbly Interesting Story of the Early 
Career of Lord Beresford 
Recalled. 


Enough of the checkered history of Lord 
Beresford (Sidney Lascelles) ‘s known to 
convince his Georgia acquaintances that 
he has had a spectacular career. But the 
earlier years of his life are shrouded in 
mystery. 

Where did he pass his boyhood? Is he 
a genuine lord? Is his matrimonial mis- 
adventure with charming Maude Lillenthal, 
the millionaire’s daughter, the only affair 
of the kind of which he has been guilty? The 
book he has written leaves these points 
untouched, and naturally there is a great 
deal of interest concerning his early years. 

His career has covered two continents, 
and The Telegram tells this interesting 
story of Lascelles’s younger days: 

A New Yorker who spends part of euch 
year abroad told a story at the Impenal 
hotel last night of one of the escapaces 
of Sidney Lascelles, the English confidence 
man, who is at present serving a term in 4 
Georgia prison, and whose wife on Wedn-s- 
day brought suit for divorce avainst him 
in the superior court of this state. 

Two or three years ago Lascelles crossed 
from New York to Liverpool on the City 
of Paris, his name appearing on the pa:- 
senger list as the Hon. Sidney Laccelles. 
Franklin T. Murphy, the millionaire var- 
nish manufacturer, of Newarx, und Jchn 
D. Elwell, a well-known buSiness man cf 
this city, were also passengers on the 
City of Paris, and to them Lascelles con- 
fided the information that he was the 
second son of the earl of Leeds. 

The Hon. Sidney became the life of the 
ship before he was two days out. He «ung 
songs and told stories; he auctioned the 
pools; he was chairman of the committee 
that received subscriptions for the parents 
of a child born in the steerage; he presided 
at the entertainment for the benefit of 
the homes for aged mariners; he got up 
musicales and mock trials for the ladies 
in the saloon; he sat at the right of the 
captain, at the captain’s table, at meals. 
Before the steamer reached Queenstown 
he had become on very intimate terms wth 
Messrs. Elwell and Murphy, and they had 
agreed to visit him at his father’s cvurtry 
house, Croxton ‘Park. Incidentaliy Mr. 
Elwell cashed the Hon. Sidney's check 
for 190 cn the London and Westminster 
bank, befere they went ashore at Liverpool, 
as the Englishman said that he was a 
trifle short, owing to losses at poker. 

Much to Mr. Elwell's surprise, when he 
presented the check at the bank on the 
afternoon of his arrival in London he was 
informed :that the Hon. Sidney Lascelles 
had no account there, and never had had 
one. To his astonishment, when he called 
at the earl of Leeds’ town house in Caven- 
dish square he ascertained that the noble- 
man had no son Sidney. To his amaze- 
ment, when he visited Scotland yard he 
learned that no action against the Hon 
Sidney on account of the check transaction 
would lie. This contretemps was particu- 
larly annoying to Mr. Elwell, as he was 
going directly through to Vienna and need. 
ed the £9 for his expenses. 

However, his adventure turned out to be 
not so unfortunate, after all. He had an 
engagement to dine with the Hoa. Sidney 
that evening, but it is scarcely necessary 
to say that genial rascal did not keep 
the appointment. Feeling very disconso- 
late over the thought of being “done” so 
easily, Mr. ‘Elwell went to the Empire 
theater with his friend Murphy and a New 
York lawyer. On the promenade they met 
two yuung ladies who had vrossed with 
them on tine steamer, who happ2ned inci- 
dentally to mention that they were to meet 
the Hon. Sidney for supper at the Cont?- 
nental hotel after the performance at the 
Pmpire. Mr. Elwell, Mr. Murpny and the 
New York lawyer attended that supper 
party uninvited. 

The Hon. Sidney came in resplendent in 
evening clethes and a fur-lined @éoat, and 
was not agreeably surprised to mee. n's 
two new friends and their acquaintance, 
He only had about £5 with him, but Mr. 
Elwell compromized matters by taking tne 
confidence man’s fur coat, his wateh and 
chain and a diamond ring, besides ail the 
money he ‘had, except a shilling for cur 
fare. 

This transaction was carried on in the 
restaurant, much to the interest of the 
others present in the room, and when it 
was concluded the Hon. Sidney went forth 
supperless into the cold night, without an 
overcoat, and his victim treatel the party 
to supper.
